CHICAGO’S LABOR WAR LOOKS 
INSIGNIFICANT. 


Only Ten Thousand Men Out of Work 
To-Day Instead of the One Hun­ 
dred Thousand Talked About by 
the 
Employes in Recent

C h i c a g o , April 1 2 . — Very much of a 
fiasco was the first day of the build­ 
ing: trades lockout. 
Instead of the 
I OO.- OO carpenters, bricklayers, plas­ 
terers and plumbers who were to have 
beer. locked out only about 10,000 
w ere 
shelved, 
The 
re3t 
went 
to 
work . 
as 
usual. 
This is 
said to have been due to a misunder­ 
sta n d in g between employes. 
Tomor­ 
row and Saturday is expected to see 
the lockout grow and a t least sixty 
thousand men are likely to be out of 
work 
by 
the 
last 
of 
the 
week. Among 
the 
men 
dis­ 
charged 
are 
gas-fitters, 
marbly 
cutters, tilesetters, roofers, ironwork­ 
ers and cornice builders. 
The lock­ 
outs which had throw n them out of 
work were generally small ones. They 
took place in all parts of the city. 
J. J. Ryan, president of the Build­ 
ing Trades council, who will be the 
leader of the men in the coming fight, 
said: 
“ We will work the co-operative 
act and will do all the work we can 
g e t 
We have in our ranks the best 
workmen in the city. 
We will accept 
all the contracts we can secure. 
We 
are unable yet to tell the extent of 
the lockout. 
Man}* of the boys are 
now in from the sm aller shops. 
From 
the reports we have received I do not 
believe the bosses will be able to lock 
out more than one-third of the union 
men of the city. 
If th a t estim ate be 
correct the lockout is a failure.” 
Ed Hughes, chairm an of the board 
of walking delegates, said: 
“ We esti­ 
mate th a t the building league will be 
able to swing but one-third of the 
bosses. 
If th at be true the lockout is 
a failure. 
In my trade, th at of gravel 
roofing, the largest bosses will stay 
w ith the union men. 
The firm of 
T urnbull & Cullerton announced to 
their men th a t they would not be 
locked out 
Now, you see, we will 
divert all possible business from the 
‘lockers out’ to this firm and others 
which act sim ilarly.” 
Should the lockout continue for any 
length of time it will put out of em­ 
ploym ent many thousands of workers, 
men and women, in those trades which 
contribute to the equipment of offices 
and the adornm ent of homes. 
Attorney John F. Geeting said yes­ 
terday th a t w arrants for the boss 
builders m ight be served upon them 
to-day. 
There 
was ca 
disposition, 
however, to delay the action until the 
legal rights of the employes were thor­ 
oughly known. 
It is said the men will to-day apply 
for an injunction against the bosses, 
even though they have been advised 
th at such proceedings will not be suc­ 
cessful, on the ground th at if they fail 
to secure an injunction the bosses in 
later steps 
in the contest will be 
unable to obtain in ju n ctio n s against 
them.

SAYS HE WAS IN ERROR. 


United Mine W orkers o f 
A m erica T ote 
to W alk O at on A urll 21. 


Co l u m b u s , 
Ohio, 
April 
1 2 .—The 
United Mine Workers of America have 
ordered a general strike April 21. 
J. A. Crawford of Illinois, member 
of the executive board, presented the 
resolution to strike. 
He said from 
twelve to fourteen resolutions had 
been referred 
to 
the 
committee, 
but they had decided to substitute 
two, one of which was to strike April 
22. 
W. D. Van Horn, of Indiana, op­ 
posed the debate, asserting th at the 
Indiana miners had a contract w ith 
the operators to work until May I. 
The operators had asked them to ac­ 
cept a reduction, hut it had been op­ 
posed and the wages had not been re­ 
duced. 
He was in favor of suspension 
of work May I. 
Joseph Dunkerly, state president of 
Indiana, was bitterly opposed to the 
date. 
He also wanted assurance th at 
Illinois was ready, for if Illinois was 
not ready then the coal operators of 
th at state could supply all the states 
around. 
The date was changed to the 21st, 
on account of the 22d being Sunday, 
and the resolution was carried. 
The 
resolution 
as unanimously 
adopted by the convention w as as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Resolved, T hat on 
and after 12 
o’clock noon, Saturday, April 21, th a t 
no coal shall be mined in any state or 
territory where the organization has 
control until authorized by the national 
officers and the executive board.” 
This was followed by another reso­ 
lution 
providing 
th a t if the first 
general suspension fails to bring the 
desired results the executive board was 
authorized to order suspension during 
the year at any time th at may be 
deemed advisable. 
Another im portant work was the 
a r r a n g e m e n t of a scale for the various 
states. 
This was p la ced in the hands 
of the following committee appointed 
by President McBride:

Spooner D isclaim s S e in e th e A uthor of 
th e Jenkins Injunction. 
M ilw a u k e e , Wis., April 
12.— Ex- 
Senator John C 
Spooner yesterday 
made a statem ent which contradicts 
the evidence he gave before the Boat- 
ner investigating committee and de­ 
nies th at he wrote the famous ^ ju n c ­ 
tional order of Dec. 19. 
He said: 
“I 
did not draw up the first order and in- 
j motion; th at was done by Mr. Miller, 
t he other attorney for the receivers. I 
elate# th at I believed I assisted in 
their preparation, bot I find th a t I 
didn’t; th at I only prepared the peti­ 
tion.” 
Failure of the Brayton-Ives crowd to 
appear before the congressional inves­ 
tigating committee and make good 
the 
claim 
th at 
they would be 
able to show a 
corrupt alliance 
between Judge Jenkins 
and the 
Northern 
Pacific 
ring 
has 
let 
the defendant out, and it may now 
be assumed th at he will not be im­ 
peached. 
W ithout the introduction 
of volunteer testimony from the quar­ 
ter indicated the Boatner committee 
had no opportunity to inquire into the 
motives influencing Judge Jenkins to 
exercise his authority in the rem arka­ 
ble m anner complained of, the scope of 
the investigation being by the terms of 
the resolution of congress restricted 
to the legal phases of the case. At the 
same time, although the investigation 
is barren of results so far as affording 
a basis for beginning impeachment 
proceedings

relatives and 
personal friends

Judge Jenkins

aghast at the 
disclosures already brought out by the 
committee. 
The plain, straightfor­ 
ward and direct questioning of Mr. 
Boetner and his colleagues exposed to 
the light a very bad condition of af­ 
fairs and revealed the very peculiar 
relations existing between Judge Jen­ 
kins and the members of his family 
cabinet in the managem ent of the 
Northern Pacific property. 
The story of the manner in which 
the celebrated injunction orders were 
obtained came out in the confessions 
of ex-United States Senator John C.

influence upon a weak judge to secure 
from him, in the secrecy of his private 
chamber, orders for the practical en­ 
slavement of 12,000 workingmen. That 
such a thing could be possible at this 
age of enlightened civilization is a 
revelation which wTill shock the pub­ 
lic and tend to lower respect for the 
dignity of the courts. 
The labor men, inasmuch as the re­ 
ceivers could produce no evidence th at 
a strike was contemplated or violence 
intended by the employes, are certain 
th at the committee will declare th at 
the arbitrary injunction was issued 
w ithour reason and justification by the 
law or the fact. 
General Manager 
Kendrick himself told Grand Chief 
Wilkinson, of the Order of Railway 
Trainmen, th a t he was sorry the in­ 
junction was asked for, and th at he 
now believed it was unnecessary.

N e w Y o rk , April 12 —The sturgeon

whole 
At­ 
lantic coast from Boston to Baltimore 
is in the clutches of the worst storm 
since the never-to-be-forgotten bliz­ 
zard of 1888. 
And not only the coast, 
but all the states north of the Caro­ 
linas and east of the Allegheny moun­ 
tains, including the whole of New 
York state, which has sucked in the 
icy blasts and drawn them as far as 
Buffalo. 
In some respects this storm is more 
dreadful and disastrous than the bliz­ 
zard which paralyzed New York six 
years ago. 
That was fiercer, but it 
did not diffuse itself over so great an 
area. 
Nearly every telegraph and tel­ 
ephone 
wire 
in 
New 
York, 
New 
Jersey, 
Maryland, 
eastern 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Delaware 
has 
been torn down by the fury of the 
blast. 
New 
York 
is 
practically 
isolated, though all 
communication 
has not yet been cut off with the out­ 
side world. 
Baltimore, Boston, Phila­ 
delphia and W ashington are in a simi­ 
lar plight. 
Dispatches are 'coming in 
from those points, but they come in 
slowly 
and 
at 
long 
intervals. 
The 
telegraph 
companies 
say 
they 
have 
not 
been 
so 
badly 
crippled 
over

tory in many years. 
New Jersey is 
most badly off in this respect. 
Since 
Tuesday nobody in this city or else­ 
where has been able to get a word 
from Peterson, Plainfield. Seabright, 
Long Branch, Asbury Park or New 
Brunswick.

still, hut they may have been wiped 
off from the face of the earth, for all 
New York knows to the contrary. 
Aided by the strong tide the wind 
caused a serious accident on the steam- I 
ship Puritan of the Fall River line. J 
The starboard hawser was snapped as 
if it were a thread and with lightning 
like rapidity part of it went sweeping 
over the deck. 
As it recoiled it struck 
five of the crew, who were so seriously 
injured th at it was necessary to re­ 
move them to Chambers Street hospital. 
Pitched against the edge of its pier 
a t 
M artin’s stores. Brooklyn, 
the 
ocean tug Underwriter went to the 
bottom. 
It had aboard Caph Clifford 
and a crew of fourteen men, all of 
whom were rescued just a few mo­ 
ments before the vessel was engulfed. 
It was one of the most powerful tugs 
on the ocean. 
At Highland Beach eight men lost 
their lives w ithin hailing distance of 
dozens of their fellow creatures, who 
were unable to help them, when the 
three-masted schooner Rate Markes of 
Fall River, Mass., went ashore on the 
bar one mile and a half above the vil­ 
lage. 
W ithin one hour after it struck 
nothing was left of it but pieces of 
wreckage. 
The bodies of the men, 
whose 
identity is unknown, were 
probably carried out to sea. 
The ocean is terribly angry. 
The 
oldest sailor does not remember when 
it was more frenzied and tu rb u len t It 
seems to be resolved to attack once 
more its ancient enemy, the land, for 
it is steadily advancing and thrusting 
itself forward, so th a t the w ater has 
risen to within two feet of the edge of 
the barge office pier at the B attery— 
the highest mark ever reached. 
The 
tide is the heaviest ever known in this 
harbor.

and 
asserted the sugar

the south, and that, although other re­

senators of the Pacific 
coast m ight be saved. 
“ I do not hesi­ 
tate to charge,” 
he said,

the

region of our country this bill is 
made up after a fashion that^could not 
have better satisfied the Canadians had 
a committee '’of their own been in 
charge of the bill." 
He discussed the 
probability o f fixture amalgamation of 
the two countries, and said Canada 
must come to us, as we w ould not go 
to her, and asserted th at the Melvin 
ley law was hastening the union. 
Then Senator Peffer finished his 
speech which was begun and inter­ 
rupted last Thursday. 
Mr. Peffer in 
the course of his speech said the bill 
discriminated against the farmer and 
th at the only thing the agricultural 
classes asked was that they should re­ 
ceive protection as the m anufacturer 
did.

U n io n t o w n , Pa-, April 12.—War has 
begun again in the coke region and 
the situation is most critical. 
Rioting 
and raiding were the 
program all 
day yesterday, and fierce battles were 
averted only by concessions on the 
part of the companies. 
The first indi­ 
cation of trouble was in the form of 
an armed mob of 400 strikers which 
assembled at 
7:30 at the 
Youngs­ 
town works of the II. (’. Frick com­ 
pany near here. 
About sixty coke 
drawers 
were 
in 
the 
pit when, 
at a given signal, the strikers swooped 
down upon the pla’nt from every di­ 
rection. 
The workers fled for shelter 
to the company’s store, which was 
guarded by only six employes. 
The 
400 Huns demanded th at the workmen 
be given up. 
This was refused a t first 
but after several attacks the men were 
surrendered. 
They were treated to 
all sorts of insults and some of them 
beaten with clubs. 
Sheriff Wilhelm was notified 
at 
once and started for the scene of trou­ 
ble. 
The rioters had left for the I.eis- 
inrings, taking the Youngstown work­ 
ers with them. 
The sheriff gave chase 
with tw enty deputies, overtook the 
mob and ordered them to disperse. The

B. B. Eldredge Argues That the City

BLACK AND GOLD BONNET, 
in shape and attractive in texture. All 
shades of green, yellow, heliotrope and 
brown may be found, while red, blue and 
pure white are also to be had. Coarse woven 
straws come also in mixed colors, either 
made up or in piece braid, and are very ef­ 
fective when trimmed with flowers and vel­ 
vet. A great deal of green foliage is used 
with the flower sprays, and green blossoms 
are also favorites, the mignonette being 
particularly pietty.

No births are seen on the newest hats and 
bonnets. A large number of black hats are 
worn, especially in lace. They are elabo­ 
rately made and trimmed aud are usually 
enlivened by the addition of a knot of car­ 
mine, heliotrope or bright green velvet, or 
a spray of large red roses with leaves. 
A sketch is given of a close bonnet com­ 
posed of a fine wire frame covered plainly 
with silk net embroidered with a close pat­ 
tern in black spangles and gold beads. The 
brim in front is divided and turned back on 
each side to form wings, which are covered 
with overlapping spangles. There is a nar 
row twist of black velvet around the edge 
of the bonnet, and the front is trimmed 
with a twisted knot of pinkish violet vel­ 
vet, from the middle of which rises a gold 
wire aigret. The strings are of black vel­ 
vet ribbon.___________ JU PIC CHOLLET.

Made a Big Rumpus When Proposed 
in Milwaukee, But the Scheme Will 
Be Worked Throughout the W is­ 
consin Telephone Company’s Juris­ 
diction as Soon as Possible. 


Janesville business men have been 
warned that as soon as the trouble in 
Milwaukee is settled the new tele­ 
phone tariff will be enforced here and 
throughout the state. 
It is not a new 
tariff either but an 
enforcement of 
condition* that appear on every con­ 
tract. 
The rule calls for a charge of 
two cents a call on all calls in excess 
of one thousand a year. 
One 
thou­ 
sand a year means less than three 
a day. 
When a man uses his tele­ 
phone four times a day it subjects him 
to extra charge. 
Very few telephone 
patrons keep the use of their ‘phones 
down to this limit and their tax 
would add considerably to the annual 
rental. 
As said before, Janesville and 
the 
other towns in the state will not be 
disturbed until the rumpus in Milwau­ 
kee subsides. 
Circulars announcing 
the tariff were sent out there by Gen­ 
eral Manager McLeod and had to be 
withdrawn. 
A special meeting of the 
directors will be held to discuss the 
circular. 


H a d A c te d in H a s te 
An officer of the company stated 
that 
Mr. 
McLeod 
bad 
been a 
little too anxious to see the idea of 
the circular in effect, and had acted 
without the authority of the directors. 
But the officer showed the reporter 
that the letter was an exact reitera-/ 
tion of the telephone contracts. 
“ The manager made the mistake, 
lie said, “of stating 2 cents a call 
instead of $10 for .">00 calls. 
The 
latter form o2 stating the charges 
would have cavsed no trouble. 
“ People say the rate of 2 cents a 
call is exorbitant. 
But the Wisconsin 
telephone rate per call is lower than 
on any other circuit in the country 
The San Francisco rate is 5 cents a 
call and the Buffalo rate is 21 or 3. 
The operating expenses of the Wis­ 
consin Telephone company are TO per 
cent of the income, and some of our 
patrons use their private telephone 
19 OOO times a year. 
Think of that 
19,000 calls. 
The reporter thought of 19,000 calls 
a year at 2 cents a call and figured 
the income of that ’phone under the 
new interpretation of the contract at 
$380 a year.

O M E NEW AND 
im portant r u e s 
were adopted by 
the racing- board of 
the L. A. W. a t its 
last meeting. 
The new rules not 
only affect racing 
men, but the man­ 
agers of race meets 
as well. 
A m ana­ 
ger who fails to ob- 
prescribed regulations will 
dealt w ith by the board. 
in the m atter of 
meets, all other 
conditions being equal, the prefer­ 
ence shall be given to the league club. 
I nder the old rules a club or indi­ 
vidual not associated w ith the Ii. A. 
W. was just as much’entitled to favors 
from the board as a club holding 
membership in the league. 
The new 
rule protects the latter organization. 
In the future all state division meets 
will have to receive official sanction. 
Applications for the desired privilege I 
will have to be filed with the racing 
board at least thirty days prior to the 
holding of the same. 
In the event of the holder of a sanc­ 
tion finding it impossible to secure a 
track suitable for a race meet on the 
dates allowed him, the board reserves 
the right to w ithdraw the sanction 
and aw ard it to some other club or per­ 
son. 
After disposing of the above m atter 
the board turned its attention to rec­ 
ords. 
This gave the members an op­ 
portunity to give the idols of manu­ 
facturers like Bliss, Dirnberger 
& 
Johnson a slap, and they did so with a 
vengeance. 
It was decided to recognize in the 
future only records made at the fol­ 
lowing distances: Quarter, third, half, 
two-thirds, three-quarters, one mile, 
and all even miles upward. 
Records 
claimed for the interm ediate distances 
will be ignored by the board. 
H ereafter no cognizance of records 
made in private trials will be taken 
unless two weeks’ notice of the inten­ 
tion of holding such trials is given to 
the chairman of the racing board. 
In 
the event of no due notice being given, 
official permission to make the a t­ 
tem pts may be granted. 
In th a t case the referee of such trials 
m ust be a properly accredited repre­ 
sentative of the League of American 
Wheelmen appointed by the chairm an 
upon application, and there shall be 
at least twelve witnesses present to 
a tte st to the correctness of the record, j 
Sanction a for city or county cham­ 
pionship race will not be allowed 
by the board unless the application is 
indorsed by the division board. 
A 
contestant who fails to pay his en­ 
trance fees to race is liable to regret 
it. 
If a contestant guilty of this of­ 
fense shall have ridden in a race and 
won a prize he shall be given thirty 
days in which to pay the fees, and at 
the expiration of th at time the m an­ 
agem ent of the races may sell the prize 
or prizes for its own account and the 
contestant shall forfeit all claims to 
the same. 
Program s of race meets must show 
the address, city and state, of each 
rider, and shall state which events are 
for class A and class B riders. 
A cau­ 
tion shall appear on the program to 
the following effect: 
Notice to Riders—All races on this 
program are limited as follows: Class | 
A—Riders th at reside in this state or 
live w ithin 200 miles of place of meet 
and the prizes for which do not exceed 
$50. 
Class B—Such races th a t have j 
prizes exceeding $50 in value and open 
to any am ateur rider under class B, 
according 
to 
League t-of American 
Wheelmen rules. 
The board cautions riders th at to 
ride in Class B races or to violate any 
clause of Class A will make them in­ 
eligible to future events in Class A. 
The value of each prize must appear 
on the program, and where a value is 
brought into dispute the retail price of 
same shall govern the settlem ent 
Race meet prom oters are directed 
not to advertise the intended presence 
of any racing man, unless a notice in 
w riting to th a t effect is in their pos­ 
session, signed by the man advertised. 
An obligation rests on racing men to 
appear a t race meets where definite 
promises have been given to do so. 
Any racing man, after having given 
such promise, and failing to give no­ 
tice w ithin at least two weeks previous 
to the holding of meet for which he is 
advertised to the managers thereof 
th at he will not be present, shall be 
suspended from all track racing for a 
period to be determ ined by the chair­ 
man of the racing board. 
Any com petitor in a Class A race 
who neglects to give his legal residence 
or gives other than his legal residence 
as such shall be considered to have 
made a false entry, and will be sub­ 
ject to the penalty for false entries. 
It was decided th at riders may regis­ 
te r w ith the chairm an of the racing 
bo ard colors to be worn by them in 
cycle races. 
In sending applications 
for same the combination or way in 
which colors are to be worn must be

H ereafter a general pacemaker may

It was my first day on the wheat 
prairie of North Dakota. I had left Far­ 
go at 5 o’clock in the morning on one of 
the two daily trains westward and had

evidently a pioneer, who had so long 
been away from the more civilized re­ 
gions that he lagged a little in the his­ 
tory of the world. However, I was glad 
to see one guest at least in the hotel 
among the Wheatfields.

I couple of hours reading. 
K illing time 
! in a Dakota town I found not to be so 
exciting as the same occupation in Chi­ 
cago or London. About noon I wandered 
| back to town and got stranded on some 
’ California fruit at a store. 
I filled my- 
1 self so completely w ith grapes and 
peaches that I never once thought of 
|| dinner at the hotel. The old landlord 
must have been grievously disappointed, 
but I did net see him again. 
I talked with the clerk in the stores 
read some more and cursed the Northern 
Pacific until nearly 2 o’clock. 
Then I 
sauntered over to the station, and after 
waiting a half hour for the train in­ 
quired of the station agent as to what 
time I could get away. 
He replied, “ Not until the 4 o’clock 
through freight comes. ” The 2 o’clock 
was a way freight and had been de­ 
layed, he explained. 
I moralized on the inconveniences of 
travel in a new section of the country 
and set about using up another two 
hours. I found that I had somehow got 
some spots of wheel grease on my clothes 
and managed to spend a comparatively 
pleasant hour scrubbing out the spots 
w ith naphtha at the town drug store. 
Then I read some more. 
At 4 o’clock I went over to the station 
again and filially plucked up courage to 
ask the rather irritable agent about the 
train. He deigned to tell me, as if tired 
of seeing me around, that the train 
wouldn’t be along until 5. Now’ I had a 
companion in my misery, for a lady, 
w ith two little girls, was waiting for the 
next train to Fargo.

“T he Lam b G ourd.” 
The Duke of Holstein, in his “ Trav­ 
els In Muscovy and Persia” (1636), gives 
a full ac 
of a wonderful vegetable 
growing in the neighborhood of the city 
of Sam. . , Russia, and known as the 
“ lamb 
. acop gourd. ’ ’ The duke says 
“ It most resembles a lamb iii all its 
members and on that account is callet 
‘the lamb gourd.’ 
It changes place 
in growing as far as the vine or stalk 
w ill reach, and wherever it turns the 
grass withers- When it ripens, the stalk 
withers, and the outward rind is covered 
with a kind of hair, which the Musco­ 
vites use instead of fur. They showed 
us some of these skins, which were cov­ 
ered with soft wool, not unlike that of 
a lamb newly weaned. ” 
Scaliger also speaks of the “ lamb 
gourd” in his works. In one chapter he 
says that the queer vegetable continues 
to grow as long as grass is plentiful, 
but that when the grass falls the “ pore 
creetyr dyes frome lac of nourishment. ” 
He also says that the wolf is the only 
animal that w ill feed upon it.—St.
